Rosebery Says Place Without Power 
Is Purgatory— Farther Cabinet 
Appointments- 
Lord SaliBbnry Charged With Ne- 
potism -"A Calamity 
for Ireland." 



London, July 3. — Lord Rosebery, the 
retiring prime minister, in addressing the 
Eighty Club last edenlng, said that the 
Liberals were defeated, but were not discom- 
fited and nob disgraced. Ho did not protend 
to lament their position, for to him thiure 
was no oomparison botweeu tho party united 
and facing the constituencies from whioh 
alone it could draw its powor, and tho posi- 
tion of a party engaged in the arduous if not 
impossible task of forcing through a reluoti- 
ant house of commons, with a narrow ma- 
jority, measures whioh it would have to 
t'orco across the impassable rampart tint 
f.iced all great moaaures. Ho had never 
tasted (hi swoota of place with 
power, bub hia experience of 
place without powor was a 
purgatory, if not a holl. Tho great feature 
of the situation, he said, was the final dis- 
appoaranco of so called Liboralo who 
opposed Liberal measures. The Conserva- 
tives had absorbed the Liberal- Unionists. 
Henceforth there would bi only two great 
parties, the Tories and tho Liberals. The 
lesson to be learned was the necessity for 
oonoentration. If they only obtained a 
small majority they must be oontent with 
small things. The subject upon whioh they 
mast concentrate was the House of Lords. 
Personally he would fight the election on 
that. That did not mean abandonment of 
other reforms, but they must deal wlbh ono 
thing at a time. 

Additional appointments in the British 
government are as follows : Right Hon. Sir 
John Gorst, M. P. for Cambridge Univer- 
sity, and formerly financial secretary to the 
treasury, vice-president of the counoil ; Mr. 
William Grey Ellison McCartney, M. P. 
for South Antrim, secretary to the admir- 
alty ; John Austen Chamberlain, eldest 
son of Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, and 
M. P. for East Worcestershire, civil lord 
of tho admiralty ; Rt. Hon. Jesse 
Collings, M. P. for the Bordosly divi- 
sion of Birmingham, Radical Unionist, 
formorly parliamentary secretary to the 
local government, under secretary for 
the home department ; the Eirl of Sol- 
bourne, more generally known as the 
former member of parliament for West 
Edinburgh, and who, jb Visoount Wollmer, 
recently, upon the death of his father, raiBod 
the question as to whother a peer could sib 
in the House of Commons, undersecretary 
for the colonial department; Mr. T. W. Rus- 
sell, M.P. for the South division of Tyrone, 
Liberal Unionist, parliamentary secretary 
to tho looal government board ; Mr. Joseph 
Powell Williams, M.P. for the South di- 
vision of Birmingham, Liberal- Unionist, 
chairman of the exocutive committee of the 
National Liberal Union, financial secretary 
for the War office. 

The Chronicle in an editorial says four of 
the most Important posts in the govern- 
ment, the premiership, the secretaryship of 
foreign affairs, the leadership in the House 
of Commons and the Irish secretaryship are 
held by members of a single family, while 
an under secretaryship is hold by Lord Sal- 
isbury's son-in-law. A more audaoious 
pieoe of nepotism was never perpetrated. 
Gerald Balfour's appointmont ia a calamity 
for Ireland. 

Mr. Labouohoro says in Truth that lb is 
renlly a scandal that Mr. Naylor-Loland 
should have been given a baronetoy.

Important Interview Between Pro 
miueut French and German 
Authorities. 

London, July 3. — Sir William Vornon 
Harcourt, ex-Chancollor of tho Exchequer, 
has written a lotter in roply to the memor- 
ial of the Bimetallic Loague, in whioh he 
aayB : " I do not share the opinionexproBSod 
in your momorial, bub this is nob a fitting 
tlmo to enter into an argumont on tho sub 
ject. Tho momorial refers to tho deprecia- 
tion of property and tho depression of 
industry, particularly agriculturo, and attri- 
butes all the evils to the aotlon of France in 
abandoning tho blmotallio Bystom. whioh, 
whilo itexistod, you considered Bocurod to 
tho rest of tho world the advantages whieh 
you bollovod flowed from that system. 
You do nob, however, udvorb to 
the fiot that a depreciation and 
depression of a far more serious character 
ooourred during the period when, as you 
maintain, tho blmotallio system was in prac- 
tical operation — for instanoo, tho thirty 
years from 1815 to 18-15, when the evils to 
whioh your momorial refers existed in a far 
more aggravated form than now. If you 
compare tho oondition of tho people of the 
urban or agricultural districts of that epoch 
with their condition now, you will find that 
the wages and employment of the working 
claBseB oontrosb moat favorably during your 
bimetallio olyalum with their situation in 
these monometallic days which yon deplore." 

Tho Timos publiBhcB a dispatch trom 
Berlin regarding tho oonforenoo between 
M. Fougoirol and Thiorny, vioo-presldont 
and aecrotary of tho Frenoh bimetallic 
lo iguo, and Herron Mirbach and KardofJand 
Dr. Arendt, on btlulf of tho Gorman bi- 
motallio association. Tho Times correspond- 
ent says that tho oonf>rriiGo resolved thab 
tho interests of husbandry, of industrial 
produotlon and of foreign trade for both 
countries demand a fixed ratio botweon gold 
and nllver, whioh Is only attainable through 
international bimetallism or an agreement 
betweon Germany, Franco, England and 
America, granting free ooinago and" an un 
limited paying power for gold and silver 
under equal conditions. The resolutions 
BUggest as a preferablo ratio 15J to 1. 
Thero is little doubt, Bays tho Times dis 
patch, that this oonferonoo ii largoly dne to 



the change of cabinob in England. Eighty 
two agrarian associations in Saxony have 
addreseed a joint memorial to Baron Mar 
shal von Biberstoin, colonial secretary of 
atate lor foreign affairs, urging him in view 
of the change of English ministry to take 
an energetlo initiative to attain international 
bimetallism whioh will undoubtedly bo 
crowned with suocess. Freiherr von Maahell 
is oredited with sympathy for bimetallism, 
and it will be interesting to soe his reply to 
this open offer of the agrarians, who therein 
promise to cease their attaoks on him if ho 
meets their views. 



TERRIBLE DISASTERS. 



Laidlavy's, the Dumfries and the 
Phoenix Canneries Fall a Prey 
to the Flames. 



Brunette Mills Reduced to Ashes- 
Irreparable Loss to Owners 
and Employes, 

New Westminster, July 3.— (Spec!*))— 
Tho watchman In ohargo of the Dunfries 
cannery at Stevestnn, ab aboub 1 o'clook 
this morniug, discovered that fire had 
broken out in tho premises. Owing to tho 
inflammable nature of the contents of the 
establishment, the fire spread with alarming 
rapidity and in a vory few minutes had 
taken complete possession of the extensive 
premises and almoab as qulokly as it takes 
to write, had spread to the Pnceoix cannery 
whioh adjoined, and in a very short time 
both oanneriea had been completely re- 
duced to ashes. The fire steamer Surrey, 
which had been telephoned for as early as 
possible, loft Westminster soon after 3 
o'olock, but arrived too late to be of ma- 
terial service, though she was vory effective 
in preventing the fire from the ruins ex- 
tending any farther. The Phcenix cannery 
was fully equipped and also contained a lot 
of valuable stock. In the Dumfries cannery, 
whioh was not in operation, were stored 
about 0,000 oases of canned salmon, most of 
which had been recently brought from the 
North. Both oanneriea wore owned by the 
Anglo British Columbia company, and are 
understood to have had their loss of from 
§60,000 to ?80,0O0 fairly oovered by insur- 
ance. Tho cause of thi fire is as yet a mat- 
ter of conjecture, though some attribute io 
to incendiarism. 

There wsb no fire in the vicinity of the 
place where the blaze bieke out during the 
day before. Some nets were hanging near 
and may have burst into fKmea spon- 
taneously. In the fire, besides tho build- 
ings and maohinery destroyed, the company 
lost twenty.fivo boats, all the not«, a stook 
of over 25,000 oaaea of cans made up for the 
season and all other fittings about a oannery. 
The wind waa fortunately blowing off shore 
*nd the buildings at the rear wore saved. 
This also prevented the carrying of the fire 
branda or cinders towards the other can- 
neries. The oanneriea wore insured for 
some $15,000, and tho loss ia unofficially 
estimated at §35,000. Mr. Ceperley, of 
Vancouver, carried all the insuranoo. 

Vancooveji, July 3— (Special) — Brunette 
Mills and Laidlaw's oannery were almost 
totally destroyed by fire this evening. To 
the residents it came as a terrible shock for 
they were in sadness over the terrible oan- 
nery fires earlier in the day. About 4:40 
p.m. the Colonist correspondent hod occa- 
sion to visit the mills, and all was well. 
Five minutes afterwards Qames burst from 
the drying houec, and in an incredibly short 
time the entiro mills wore a mass 
of fi»mes. Whan the mill once 
caught, nothing could be dono for 
everything was dry and burnb like tinder. 
The Liidlaw oannery was doomed from the 
first and was soon feeding the tremendous 
body of destructive fLmes. Several shlpa 
alongside were assisted Into the stream by a 
tug, but not before one heavily ladon bark, 
the Northwest, had caught fire and wbb 
badly damaged before the sailors put out 
tho ikmea. There was a rumor that 
a Chinaman had set the buildings 
on firo and until tho rumor was 
deniod great indignation waB folb. The 
mills were only partially insured, §75,000 
covering all the policies, bo that the loss 
will be a vory heavy one ond cannot at 
proBont be estimated. A portion of the 
factory was damaeod. The mills wcro 
owned by Wilson, DtH?ck and J. B Ken- 
nedy & Co. Moat of the stockholders are 
in Montroal. They wore doing a very 
largo businesB and woro supposed to bo 
tho moBb Bucooasful mills in the prov- 
ince. Their contract for a California 
firm alono alone obliged them to load three 
ahipa a month. Tho entire village of Sap- 
porton waB dependent on tho mills, and a 
large number of hands will bo thrown out 
of omployment. Tho Laidlaw-Rithet oan- 
nery was partially insured and in working 
ordor, and was going extonsivoly into can- 
ning this Boaaon. 

Fire nt Fori William. 

Fort William, July 3.— Fire broke out 
early this morning in tho storo oocupiod by 
John Thompaon, stationery dealer, in which 
waB looated the post olfiao. Thompson's 
stock was totally destroyed ; covered by in- 
surance. Tho contents of tho post office 
were Baved.

Opposition Invited to Show by Their 
Votes Their Real Sentiment 
to British Columbia. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 3.— Hon. Mr. CoBtigan, 
answering Col. Prior, said that instructions 
had been given to remove the wreck of the 
San Podro. If It were nob removed by the 
owners the government would remove it. 

In comtrittco on the judges' salary bill, 
tho opposition objooted to the inoroased 
allowance to Chief Jtostlco D^vle as judge 
in admiralty. The Minister of Justice 
quoted from the records to show the large 
docket of admiralty oases dealt with, adding 
that tho considerably increased number of 
vessels whioh had cleared for Behrlng sea 
this year, gave promise of plenty of litiga- 
tion for tho courts. 

Mr. McCarthy opposed the incroaao since 
it waB intended to augment the salaries of 
the judges all over the country. 

Mr. Mulock feared that was what ib pre- 
saged and also opposed the hill. He threat- 
ened to divide the bouse on the subject, 

Mr. Mara said Chief Justice D*vie waa 
receiving less salary than the judge in ad- 
miralty in Nova Scotia, although the Brit- 
ish Columbia business waa much larger. 
He would, like Mr. Mulock to carry out hia 
threat to divide the house on thia question, 
as ib would then show the people of British 
Columbia who were arrayed against them. 

Hon. Mr. Mills, Bothwell, said thia wbb 
an attempt to increase the salary of the 
Chief Justice of British Columbia beyond 
that of tho Chief Juaticoa of the other 
provinces. 

Hon. Mr. Daly said all the bill Intended 
to do was to give an allowance for admiralty 
work in British Columbia such as waa re- 
ceived by the admiralty judges in Nova 
Scotia. Eventually the bill was reported. 

Mr. Flumerfelb, pronidenb of the B. C. 
Board of Trade, has left for homa. He waa 
successful in his interviews with several 
memberB of tho government. 

The government has Battled the British 
Columbia penitentiary affair in a manner 
whioh, it is expected, will satisfy the people 
of the province, Warden MoBride is super- 
annuated and succeeded as warden by Wm. 
Moresby, warden of the provincial jail. 
Deputy Warden Fitzsimmoni ia withdrawn 
from the province and will probable be 
looated at St. Vincent de Paul. He, it ia 
said, will be succeeded ab Westminster by a 
skilled olfioor probably from Kingston. J. 
W. Harvey Las been appointed accountant 
at Westminster. 

The government whip made a oarefnl can- 
vass of the ministerial members to-day, 
when thirty- nine declared themselves 
sgainrb remedial legislation. This informa- 
tion was communicated to the premier and 
to-morrow the oabineb will decide upon its 
policy. It is said to-night that in view of 
tho present situation remedial legislation 
may not be brought down this aesaion. 

The government civil service bill was 
amended to-day fixing 18 as the minimum 
at whioh writers, a new olass of officers, 
may enter the service. 

There was a long disounalon to:night re- 
garding the military college at Kingston. 
Colonel Dennlenn (Conservative) strongly 
oriticized General Cameron, the college com- 
mandant, as nob competent to fill the 
position, and moved that his salary be 
struck out. The motion was defeated by 26 
to 8. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Public Discussion of Hudson Bay Railway 
l'roject— New Tariff on Dairy Products- 
Cattle and Wool Movements. 

Winnipeg, July 3 — {Special) — A petition 
trom the citizens has been presented to act- 
ing mayor Jameson asking that a public 
meeting bo held to-morrow evening for the 
discussion of tho Hudson Bay railway 
Bohemo. The petition Bets forth thab it is 
desirable thab the feelings of tho people in 
thia matter may bo given public expression 
in this manner, bo that tho hands of the re- 
preaenlatives of the peoplo of Winnipeg at 
Ottawa may he strengthened. The meeting 
has been called as requested by the petition- 
ers. 

The famous Sultana gold mine of Rat 
Portago haB been purchased by a syndicate of 
English capitalists, who will devolope the 
property and aurrounditiga. Mrs. Caldwell 
who has been ohiof proprietor of the mine 
sinoe its discovory, retains an interest with 
tho now Byndioato. 

The steamer Red River is now a week 
overduo at Selkirk from Norway House, 
and feats are expressed for her safety. 

At Minnedosa during the horse raoeB yes- 
terday, Thomas Dunbar was stabbed by a 
colored jookey named Simmonds. The lat- 
ter had lost a race, and had boon provoked 
during tho day by several roughs. 

A now rate tariff on butter, cheese and 
oggs has been issued by the C P R and sev- 
eral Important reductions have been made. 
The rates from Western points to Montreal 
and vioinlty have been reduced several 
cents. 

Four tramps have been arrested at Bran- 
don charged with thofb from a Douglass 
streob storo. They confossod and told where 
the stolen goods were hidden, 

Miss Lookhart, dressmoker of this olty, 
dlod suddenly laat night of heart disease. 

It is said that nearly tho ontire wool orop 
of the Northwest ranches has been purchas- 
ed by John Hallam, of Toronto, this season.

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TRAIN HELD UP. 

Southern FacUie NortliBonnd Over- 
laud Stopped and Kobbed 
by Kaudtta. 

The Victoria Mail Rifled— Proprietor 
of Tacoma " Ledger " tiets 
Off Very Llzlitly. 

Roseburo, Ore., July ;i — The Southern 
Piioific north-bound ovorland train was held 
up on Monday night about 10 o'olook at the 
north end of the canyon juBt south of Rid- 
dle aUtion. The robbora had placed dyua 
mite on the traok, whioh broke tho fUngo 
on the forward truck, bringing the train to 
a standstill. Cocduotor T. J. Kearnoy ran 
out, bub was met by ono of the bandits, who 
tired at him with his pistol, tho bullot graz- 
ing hia head. Tho bandit then ordorod tho 
oonduotor to go Inside. Another bandit 
made Engineor White and Fireman Gray 
get down from tho ongino and go to tho ex- 
press oar and order it oponod. Expressman 
Oouohuu hu.d taken out his way troaeuro at 
tho lir-BL alarm and relocked hia box. This 
he ruopened at an order of tho robbor. The 
robber then ordorod tho engineor, Qrcniau 
and exproan ineBBonger to tutor the mall 
oar. Postal Clerk Horman give him all tho 
rogiattrcd pouches, whioh tho robbor or- 
dered tho men to out open. He thoa or 
dererl tho railroad employes to assiBt him in 
rolievirg tho passengers of thoir valuables. 
They pa^cd all who had the appearanco of 
workiogmcn, but made the others 
hold up their hands while thoy 
went through their pockets. Tho sher- 
iff of Klamath county was on board 
with a prisoner. The robber appropriated 
the sheriff's pistol. lie askod tho portor at 
every berth: " Lady or gent?" Th 
lower berth* only wero inepeoted. The 
ladles were not disturbed. 

R. M. Donohue, meBsonger for Wolls 
Fargo k Co., says: "Tho leader of the 
gang took the engineer and firoman, and, 
coming to tho express car, ordered mo to 
open the door. I refused and took tho 
money packages in the local oxpress box and 
hid them undor a box of goods. The rob 
bera finally threatened to blow me to pleoea, 
when the fireman asked me to open tho 
door. I did so, and the follow jumped in 
and told me to throw up my hands, at tho 
same time pointing a pistol at me. Thon he 
told the engineer and fireman to como iu 
Bide, which thty did. The man had the 
three of us ooverud with his gun. He told 
mo to open the local exproaa box, at tho 
Bamo time aaying if I did not be would blow 
my d— d head off. I hesitated and then 
opt-ntd it. When the fellow saw that thoro 
was nothing inside he was dlBguated. He 
then told me to work the combination of the 
big safe, which contained tho through ex- 
press money. I said 1 could not do it sa I 
did not know the combination. ' Well, open 
it, or I'll put a hole through you,' he aaid. 
I told him to shoot if he waB goiog to ; that 
I would not open it if I could. ' Hurry up 
now and open it I'll give you five minutes,' 
he aald. Then I explained to him that I 
oould not open it, and showed him why. 
After remaining in the car for about ten 
minutes he ordered me to tako the lantern, 
and with the engineer and fireman and a 
tramp who was riding on the train, to pro- 
ofed to the mall car, next to the oxpreoe 
car." 

Postal Agent Herman said : "I had five 
regiaterod packages, and hid two of them 
when 1 heard tho explosion. I knew that I 
could not hide all, for tho robbers would 
make me dig up. 1 thon hid other mail 
matter and some loose registered lottere, 
Boattering them all around tho car. After 
that I crawled baok into my bunk. Very 
soon the robbor knocked it tho door and I 
got up and oponod it. He said he wanted 
mo to produoe the registered pouches. I 
told him I had only three. He then pubthe 
piBtol to my head and made me oub the 
pouchea open, whioh I did. I throw the 
lestera and paokageB down whon he dlrooted 
me to ; he thon opened thorn, taking out 
bills, silver and gold, I should judge that 
ho gob at least $1,000 iu all. He then made 
me dig up some more registered letters. Ho 
did not find the two pouches which I had 
hidden." Tho Seattle, Viotoria, Portland 
and Tacoma mail was rifled. " 

Neluon Bennett, proprietor of tho Tacoma 
Lodger, was ono of tho passengers. The 
robbsrs suffered him to pass with tho loss 
of $7 50. "I got off rather lucky," said 
Mr. Bennett. They came through our car, 
and the man who was cirrying the sack ap- 
proached mo and sized me up pretty 
thoroughly. I saw I would have to begin 
to hum up my spare chaoge. I felt in my 
pocketB for Bilver and pulled out a few dol- 
lars. The robbor was in a hurry, and he 
seemed to think 1 would have a have a hard 
time to satisfy him, because ho said : ' Well, 
you're a poor devil ; bore's $2 for you to eat 
on a while : I'll keep the rest. ' 

A detailed statement of t ho loasos of pas- 
sengers furnished to Superintendent Fields 
Bhowa that tho personal loasos aggregate 
$520. The list includes two gold watches 
and a revolver. 

During tho time the train waa held, which 
who one hour and forty-fivo minutes, tho 
robbers kopt firing sticky of dynamite to in- 
timidate tho paisengera. After tho chief 
robber had securod his booty ho ordorod the 
ongineor to proceed north for ono hour. He 
thon Bhot out the hoadlight, and firing five 
additional thoti^ whioh waa a signal to his 
companions, disappeared In tho darkness.

Whon Captain A. Van Bremer and his 
two companions left Vanoouver on their 
memorable treasure-hunting expedition 
to Cooob Island a few years ago, there were 
many who smiled at thoir outhusiusm and 
their confidence iu tho old Spanish map that 
had come into thoir possession ; when they 
roturned empty-handed six months later, 
tho air waB full of I-told-you eo's. And 
when, a fortnight since, tho nows was 
received in Victoria that Captain Van 
remer had died at Santa Barbara on the 
6th of June, the announcement of his doath 
had tacked to It the explanatory note that 
" Ho achieved considerable notoriety on 
the Coasb a short timo ago owing to hia con- 
nection with tho expedition which left 
Vanoouver for Cocoa Island to eeatch for a 
treasure he believed to be buried there." 

And tho many friondB of the pioneor who 
had passed from life's stage read tho para- 
graphs concerning hiB death, and sympatheti- 
cally observed, 

" Yea, the Captain oould never get it out 
of his head that there waa a fortune buried 
on that island. His failure to find it did 
not convince him, and he would have tried 
again if ho had lived." 

And now it appoara that aftor all it waa 
the Captain who knew whereof he spoke, 
nob tho peoplo who laughed at his tale of 
buried treasuro or pitied him while thoy 
refused to lend fiiancial aid to his Boarch. 
Undoubtedly >h«y will regret it now that 
they did no, listen to hia arguments — for 
the gold ha» been found, and iu the very 
place that Captain Van Bremer prnpo»ed to 
Bluice ior it us soon us ha could ob:an> the 
necoBsary capital. Who tho winners f the 
buried wealth are, la not yet known here ; 
the Now York Herald iu announcing the 
discovery of the treasure states tho fact but 
brit fly, thus : 

" A telegram to the Herald from Panam 
Colombia, via Galveaton, Btates that a great 
find of buried troaaure has beon made on 
Iala dea Cocos, near VeraquaB, iu the de- 
partment of Panama. Tho money is all in 
old Spanish gold and silver oolns, and totals 
in valuobetweon $1,000,000 und $2,000,000 " 
So Captain Van Bromor was right aftor 
all, and a little more work would have 
brought its golden reward. The vast 
fortune thus recovered from the earth wae, 
according to the documents in Van Bremer's 
possession, buried moro than a century ago, 
having been raised as a war fund by one of 
the Central Ameriaan governments and 
never devoted to the purposes intended 
owing to tho oollapae of the government and 
tho triumph of tho plans of the revolution- 
ists. Captain Van Bremer becamo possessed 
of tho key to its location ^upwards of thirty 
years ago and made more than ono attempt 
to aocuro it, coming to the conclusion on his 
visit to the island that hydraulic 
Bluiclng wbb the only method to adopt. 
Had he lived it was his intention to have 
resumed tho search this autumn. His 
health waa filling, however, when ho left 
hero for California in February last, and a 
aevoro cold contracted at San Diogo throe 
months ogo apeedily developed Into pneu- 
monia from whioh doath roaulted.

STILL IN THE DARK. 

The majority of the City Council have not 
shown why it is they rejeoted the lowest 
tender for tho oonstrucbion of tho filter 
beds. They have said that tho bid ia too 
low, but why it ia too low thoy havo not 
shown, neither have they explained to the 
ratepayers, even admitting that the tender 
in the estimate ia too low, why they did not 
give tho work to Mr. Haggarty. He gave 
them all the security he demanded and was 
prepared to give more. Besides, the lowest 
tender waB very little more than a thousand 
dollars less than the engineer's esti- 
mate. At the ratepayers' meeting 
the majority of the Councillors 
were very far from showing that 
when they had rejected the lowest tender 
they had voted intelligently. They in fact, 
seemed to know very little more as to what 
ought to be the coat of constructing the 
filter beds than did the assembled rate- 
payers themselves. It is tho universal teBti' 
mony of those who attended the meeting 
that the explanations of the Councillors 
were in no proper sense explanations at all. 

What ia BtiU more singular, the engineer 
who had charge of tho work has not himBelf, 
or through a member cf the city couuci', 
ihown why it was that his estimate was 
nearly $16,000 too low. The precedent la 
a very bad ono. If the olty council oan let 
work at a higher figure than tho 
lowost tender, and very muoh higher 
than tholr engineer's eatimate, 
-who ia to say whore the evil la to Btop ? If 
the ratepayers peimit tblB sort of thing, 
they allow the door to be opened to the 
moat barefaoed corruption. It must be evi- 
dent that this filter-bed case ia ono in which 
the fullest and clearest explanation Ib due 
the ratepayers. Sixteen thousand dollars 
■Is a very wide margin. The ratepayers 
hnyo a right to know why so considerable a 
sum was sacrificed. If the City Counoil have 
a good reaBon to give for passing over tho 
lowest tender and accepting one very 
muoh higher, why did thoy not give that 
roaaon ? They rmy not have consid 
ered it judicious to state their true 
reason at tho ratepayers' meeting, but there 
was nothing to prevent their saying what 
thoy thought at tho last regular meeting of 
Counoil. We, for our part, believe that be- 
fore they ompowered tho Mayor to Bign the 
contract, they should havo spoken out man 
fully. If Mr. Huggarty is not personally 
acceptable to them thoy should havo said so 
without hesitation. When thoy are dealing 
with tho money of the ratopayora thoy 
should act without fear, favor or affection 
they should leave no doubt as te their 
motives on the minds of reasonable aad fair- 
minded citizens. Tho Councillors of the 
majority owe it to thomaolvea to deal with 
tho ratepayers in this matter frankly, to 
take them aompletoly into their confidence 
Why havo they not di.ne so ? 

A GOOD SIOiV. 

The return of good timos is perhaps most 
olearly seen iu the readineas with which 
many great manufacturing firms in tho 
United States have raised tin wagis of 
thoir employei. Tho New York Times haa 
boon keeping a reoord of tho concerns wbioh 
have advanced wages. Ib haa found that 
from the middle of April to the It. , tor or>d 
of Juno 318 aompmioa and firms have 
raiaod the wages of ill >!r employes, and that 
tho advanoos havo ulljoted L!,'i2,000 work- 
people. Tho incroasoa of all thoa-j onucoina 
exoept six havo been made voluntarily. 
In many Instances tho old rato 1 1 
wagoi haa boon fully roatored. M my 
manufacturing establishments that had 
boon closed havo boon re-opened and an in 
oreaaed number of hands havo boon em- 
ployed in many others. Somo mills are 
obliged bo work night and day to Gil orders. 

TheTlmoa gives the namosof tho concerns 
whioh havo inoreanod thoratoof wagoaandthe 
proportion of the increase. Wo find that 10 
per oent. ia the increase in tho large majority 



of cases. In aome concerns a specific increase 
has boen made, but what proportion to 
former wagos the increase is is nobtold. The 
increases have boen made in many parts of 
the country but chiefly in the EaBternStates. 

THE RIQHT NAME. 

It is pretty oloar that the party now in 
powor in Groat Britain Is to bo known as 
tho Unionist party. Both the terms " Con- 
servative " and "L'bsral" havo beon 
quietly dropped by Mr. Balfour in his ad- 
dresn to the electors. Ho, in that address, 
spoaks of thepirty to which he belongs as 
the Uuioaiat party. " This," he Bays, " ia 
not the occasion to explain in detail the 
policy which, if a Unionist majority la re- 
turned to tho next Parliament, the Unioni.it 
Govornment will pursue. Such a policy 
could not bo attempted with credit and 
honor In the present position of the parties 
in tho House of Commons. Ib muab, there 
fore, be left to a happier period to illustrate 
the principles we havo alwaya maintained, 
that it is not by destroying ancient institu- 
tion! or by restless manipulation of the con- 
stitutional machinery that Imperial security 
and domostio progress aan bo mosb surely 
attained.' 1 He further doolaroa that " the 
Unionists aro absolutely agreed, if the elec- 
tions plaae thorn in power, to lay aside the 
wild projects of constitutional ohango and 
destructive legialation forming tho staple 
proposals of the last Govornment, and to 
devote their principal attention to con- 
structive measures and eoolal reforms." 
Tho term Unionlab is nob uaod in Mr. Bal- 
four'a addreaa aooidentally. It is evidently 
hia desire to bring prominontly before 
tho people tho main objoob of the Govern 
mont that has just boen found, and to show 
that in comparison with tho maintenance of 
the Union all other Bubjecta with which 
tho Administration will havo to do will bo 
of llttlo importance. Wo aro atrongly of 
opinion that tho title " Liberal Unionist" 
will eoon become obsolete, and for a time at 
any rate tho title Conservative will be but 
llttlo used, although it may, whon tho pre- 
sent crisis haa been paBsed and tho Union 
secure, be tho namo by whioh the party will 
bo gonerally known. It la very olear that the 
best work which tho publio mon of Great 
Britain will havo to do for many a long day 
to oime will bo conservative in the true 
sonae of tho term. 



of consuls may be a sufficient cause for a 
parliamentary squabble or even for a diplc 
matla disagreement, but unleBB the feeling 
between the two countries Is very bitter 
Indeed and the people of both nations are 
only waiting for a pretext to fly at each 
others' throats no ono In his sober senses 
would ooneldor it a sufficient ciueo for civil 
war. Ib is said that Russia ia intriguing to 
set Sweden and Norway at loggerheads, but 
tho people of both countries are Burely not 
bo foolish us to fight with oaoh other in ordor 
to give RuBcia an opportunity to accomplish 
her selfish purposes. 



A HOPEFUL SIGN. 

The Montreal Daily Witness is well 
pleased to see that there is a prospeat of an 
amicable and a spoedy settlement of tho 
Manitoba sohool question. The liberality 
of its comments on the utterances of Messrs. 
Oulmet and Martin will be a surprise to 
those who regard the Witness as bigoted and 
Intolerant. Commenting on Mr. Ouimet'a 
atatomont that " all that they (the Mani- 
toba Cat holloa) aek ia to be at liberty 
to add to the secular education 
reijuirod in tho publio schools, suoh 
religious teaohing as will moot their 
religious views. I may say, if it had- beeu 
provided for in tho legislation of 181)0, wo 
would never havo heard of the Manitoba 
school question, " the Witness says :

AN EASTERN ESTIMATE. 

Croakers in China, beoauBO last year was 
an unfortunate yoar for tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company us ib has boon for 
nearly every business concern on both sides 
of the Atlantic, aro predloting its spoedy 
downfall. The Overland China Mail takeB 
tho oroakers to task and gives them quite a 
Bonsiblo lecture on the importance of the 
groat continental railway, and the lines of 
steamships connectod with it, to the Em- 
pire. Ib oonoludos a somewhat Iongthy 
article by saying : 

It la in reality an Imperial railway. Since 
Japan vanquished China muoh haa beon Buid 
of tho upsetting of tho balunco of powor in 
tho Far Eaat and of the reduced importance 
of Hongkong to the Mother Country, but 
when It is taken into consideration that 
Great Britain posteaans alternative routes for 
sending mon to tho East in timo of troublo, 
with the choice of requisitioning tho com- 
modious, powerful and well found atoam- 
erB of the CP. R. for purposes of transport 
from Canada to any point In tho Far East, 
lb must bo confessed that the birth or evolu- 
tion of a new power does nob so seriously 
uifecb British interests ub mlgbb at first 
>ight be imagined. We in Hongkong are 
brought more immediately into coataot 
with tho C. P. R. through those Btoamers, 
and ao are more interested In the results 
of tho trans Pacific lino thi.ii in the 
transcontinental system. It ia one of 
the moat valuable adjuncts of the rail- 
way system, and last year's working ehosved 
an inoroaaod profit of S30.IG7 (gold), Had 
it not been for the deatruotion wrought by 
the Fraeor River, interfering with tho steam- 
ship and railway connections for a consider- 
able portion of tho year, tho roooipts and 
profits from the atoamera would havo been 
largely Increased and would have added to 
the balance of nob earnings over working 
expenses ; for itmuBtnot be forgotten, as is 
often tho case, that the working oxpenaoa of 
a largo concorn like the CP. R aro not sus- 
ceptible of fluctuation in tho same ratio as 
the recolpta for buaineaa done. The com- 
pany haa emerged very satisfactorily indeed 
from Its tribulations of 1894 ; and, In aom- 
mon with other eupporters of thlB now Im- 
perial routo, we express the hope that the 
paasengor and freight roturns of the current 
year will show a steady and important ad- 
vanoe upon anything yet ohronicled in the 
official reaordB. 

It la but natural that a Hongkong news- 
paper would look upon tho Canadian 
Pacifio principally as an Imperial routo, 
and would consider its usefulness in 
relation to tho rise of a new naval 
and military powor in tho EaBb. Wo 
In Canada aro apt to overlook the Import- 
ance of the CP. R. and the atoamahip lines 
connected with It as means of communica- 
tion with the EiBt, but British tubjeota 
realdent in China are not likely to make 
this mistake.

mind in secular thingx, who ehould be ex- 
p c iii to give religious inBtruction which 
can only be rightly imparted by thoae hold- 
jug very luiiinute personal relationa with 
the pupils ih-mselveu and Iheir families. 
The Manitoba (i .vernmeut ehould at onoo 
announce its wil lugnees to pass tho necea 
any I giBlatinn, ua thero can bo little doubt 
that it ia prupatod to do willingly and 
prnmpi !y. 

Wo are much mistaken if the worda we 
have quoted do noc go a long way towards 
facilua- ing u settlement of tho perplexing 
question, for there uro many l'rotostauta In 
Manitoba, aa well as elsowhero in the Do- 
minion, who regard tno NWcnoss aa an au- 
thority on suoh nubj ch ua aro involved in 
ho Manitoba aoh o quostion. No matter 
how groatly oppoaoil to separibo schools 
aomu of theae penonu may be-, thoy w.ll 
hoaitato to pronounce that courae wrong 
which tho Witness deola ot to bo right 
OihorB, again, and those not a fow, will ac 
oopb without hesitation u compromiao whioh 
tins organ of tho Preaby torian body pro 
oluima to be satlsf ic'ory. 



NORWAY AND SWEDEN.

I'art In Dress Garniture — Recent Novel- 
tluH In Material! — This Season's Capes. 

Hugo yleovts and widely flaring skirts 
bvo familiar manifestations of the mode, 
Bo this panorama of fashion must bo dts- 
'tingnished chiefly for its infinite viirioty 
in detail rut her Hum novelty in general 
outline Decorative fancies tiro running 
with a loose rein through all the prepa- 
rations for summer gayeties, Quantities 
of lace, spangles and ribbon are used, 
With fancy silks, velvets and openwork 
embroidery without end, to help on fash-

ion's pot scheme of decking bodices, 
wraps and bonnets with many kinds 
and colors. 

Ribbons of nil widths, colors and de- 
signs play an important part in dress 
decorations, and especially now aro the 
wide satin ribbons plaited on one edgo 
in the weaving, so that as the plaits open 
another Bhade or a flowered stripe is 
seen. Reversible colored ribbons have 
black edges, shot ribbons aro striped 
with black, and thero are ribbons, with 
velvet edges, with Valenciennes lace on 
the edgo, and with gauffered stripes liko 
the silks and orepons. 

Chiffons aro still well to the front in 
all matters of dress, but the latest nov- 
elties aro figured in dainty flower pat- 
terns or striped with silk on tho edges, 
making it very pretty and useful for 
frills and ruffles. Grass lawn, either 
embroidered in an openwork pattern or 
applique with handsome laco, is a dis- 
tinctive feature of f'ress trimmings, and, 
liko lace, it is used on tho plain dark 
woolen gowns as well as on light silks 
and tho thinner summer dresses. 

Tho fashion for real laco is a happy 
ono for the woman who is on tho down 
sido of life, providing she is favored 
with a good supply, for plenty of soft, 
creamy laco or fi.no black laco smooths 
out the lines in a mast magical sort of 
way. Among tho new laces is tho broid- 
erio anglais, which is very popular. It 
comes in palo cream and butter tints as 
well as a decided shade of leather color. 
Laces with both edges alike aro very 
fashionablo for skirt trimmings, pnt on 
in bauds from tho hem to the waist. 
Nearly all tho new laces have a net 
ground, with either guipure borders or 
spotted in patterns, liko brussels or 
honiton. Another novelty is muslin em- 
broidery applied to tho net. 

Lisse, interwoven with satin ribbon, 
is another novelty which is employed 
for accordion plaiting, and rows of tiny 
spangles are sometimes sewed on tho 
edgo of tho plaits with charming effect, 
Transparent materials of all kinds and 
descriptions aro a necessary part of tho 
present theory of dress, and chiffons and 
gauzy orapelike stnffs aro to bo had in 
great variety.

Fish Scarce-Beef Tak<s a Drop as the 
Thermometer Goes Up. 

Tho moot nottceablo change in the retail 
markets thia week la in finn. Doalera Buy 
salmon ia vny difficult to obtuiD, as moat of 
the lioal tinheimou have gone to tho oan- 
neriea tor thn packing season. Smoked 
salmon ami halibut have almost disappeared 
from tho market, and eo have cod, sturgeon 
and tho smaller fish, all for tho aamo 
reason — want of fishormon. FrcBh meat 
haq shown a tendency to drop a little, 
partly from tho smaller oonfumpt iou during 
hob weather and partly on account of grass- 
fod beof from tho ranges coming in rather 
freely. Flour, barley and ground food have 
fallen a point or two, and old potatofs havo 
disappeared from the market. The out- 
look for crops in all parts of 
tho Province iB exceedingly favorable. 
Hay outting has begun on the island, and 
though light in spots the yield will be good. 
On tho Lower Eraser thero hus been plenty 
of rain, and in consfquenc.i the cropi aro 
wonderfully good. Hay catting there will 
Ijagin noxc week. Grains everywhere are 
ropirtod to be exceedingly fino and a boun- 
tiful harveBtmay bo looked for. Following 
are tho current retail quotations :

B. Robortaou, Oxford, won, 116 feet 7 
inchea. The acoro standB four firatn for Ox- 
ford and four urate for Cambridgo. The 
three mile run was won by F. S. Horan, 
Cambridge, who thus scored a victory for 
hia university.
